Mr. Kelley expressed con- 

siderable concern over what 
he termed “a trzmenclou? rise” 
in terroristic activity in this 
country over the last tew years, 
and he called “horrifying" the 
bombing las: mouth at New 
York City’s La Gunrdia Airport, 
in which 11 people were killed 
and some 70 injured. 

But he conceded that the 
F.B.L had still found no 
evidence to indicate whether 

the^ bombing might have been 
carried out by a lunatic or 
a terrorist group, although he 
said his own intuit, on was tna: 
it had been terrorist?. 

The F.B.L is puzzled, he said, 
by the fact that “this is one 
of the few” such bombings 
in recent memory in w'hich 
no group or individual had tak- 
en responsibility for planting 
th-* explosive devic*\ which ex- 
perts have determined was left, 
in a locker in a luwse-cialmsi 
section at one of the airport’s; 
lerniina’s. 

Despite Mr. Kelley's insist- 
ence today that the F.B.L “did 
not sponsor, did not engage 
in and did not condone” any 
of the Secret Armv Organiza- 
tion activities, information has 
been plced on the public rec- 
ord or gathered hv the .Senate
